Bailey has just finished a well 
on his lot in Central Addition, near 
tlie railroad. 
It is sixty-three feec 
deep and hae about five feet of excel- 
Ie.it water in it. There is a free flow 
of water, and it is believed that the 
supply cannot easily be exhausted. 
A. Mossmeyer, of San Francisco, 
shipped 200 hogs fiom Santa Monica, 
per steamer Gypsy yesterday after­ 
noon. They were a hue lot, the larg­ 
est weighing 565 pounds. 
The hands of Los 
Angeles and 
and Independence Railroad were all 
paid off last Monday, and there was a 
surplus left in the treasury, notwith­ 
standing it has been asserted tbat the 
road is losing money. 
There whs a little excitement down 
a t the wharf la-t Saturday. The small 
fishing boat “76” befouled her anchor, 
and drifted ashore. 
However, there 
was no harm done. 
Quite a crowd 
went to the rescue and soon had the 
little craft afloat. 
The following is the report of the 
shipments at this point during the 
past week: Steamer Senator arrived 
wiih 80 passengers and 
200 
tone 
freight. The Los Angeles took away 
50 tous freight, consisting of oranges, 
lemons, trees, wine, braudy and gen­ 
eral merchandise. The Gypsy brought 
3<> tons of freight, and took away 200 
head of hogs. The schooner Western 
Home took away 250 tous asphaltum, 
for San Francisco. The Los Angeles 
and Senator also brought 500 oil cans, 
consigned to M. Boukofcky, to be used 
by the bee men to ship honey. 
The new “Pavilion” near the hotel 
is completed. It is large and airy, 
and iu all its arrangements it is per­ 
fection of its kind. The floor has an 
area of 2,400 square feet, which will 
accommodate a large aumber of danc­ 
ers ; benches are arranged all around 
the room for spectators; a music stand 
is provided for the musicians, and the 
building is so arranged with shutters 
that it can be closed or opened on all 
sides. W e do not see how it can fail 
to be a popular place of resort. 
We spent about an hour last Sunday 
at P. C. Mulloy’s bee ranch iu Cox’s 
Canyon, some six miles from Santa 
Monica. He has 300 stands of bees, 
and thinks he will average 200 pounds 
of honey to the stand, which will 
make 60,000 pounds. All of this honey 
is a very superior quality, and will 
bring the very highest m arket prioe. 
So it will be seen that the “little busy 
bee” isa very valuable insect in thia 
part of the world.

ers of the latter road. 
They appear to be of

cerned, the Central Pacific C om pany would 
be the gainers by theoperatlon, as th a t Com­ 
pany has endorsed the bonds of th e Califor, 
n la Pacific to the am ount of several m illions, 
and that these suits are brought partly to 
have such endorsem ent declared invalid. 
About nine o’clock yesterday m orning the 
roof of t i e N ortheast wing of T ubb’s Hotel 
caught fire from falling sparks. 
One of the 
towers was completely destroyed, and there 
was considerable damage by water. 
The Seventh District R epublican Conven­ 
tion of M assachusetts yesterday elected Wm. 
A. Russell of Lawrence, and C. H . W aters of 
O roton, delegates to the C incinnati Conven­ 
tion. The delegates are unpledged, but are 
counted in as one for B laiue and one for Bris­ 
tow.

A Gathering of Fossils. 


On Tuesday evening there was a 
meeting of some very refined and dig­ 
nified gentlemen at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel In New York, who in the iuno- 
cence of their hearts imagine that 
they will be able to revolutionize our 
system of politics and bring order out 
of chaos, and morality out of political 
corruption. Such an endeavor is a 
worthy one, and the gentlemen who

tlieir usefulness. This meeting was 
what might be termed a wake over 
the ghost of H o r a c e G r e e l e y . There 
is but one feature in the proceedings 
as reported that really commands at­ 
tention, and that is the announcement 
by C h a r l e s F r a n c is A d a m s , Jr., 
that if the movement just inaugura­ 
ted did not succeed, his second choice 
would be T i l d e n for the Presidency. 
The chances of B r is t o w for the nom­ 
ination at the hands of the Republi­ 
can party are very slim. The contest 
lies between him and B l a i n e , with 
the latter the leader with a great ad­ 
vantage. It is quite ramarkable that 
Mr. A d a m s should express his prefer­ 
ence for these two gentlemen, and 
shows both his sincerity and good 
sense in one respect. 
He is of course 
in favor of B r i s t o w , and is at heart a 
Republican, but his independent spirit

movement know that they have no 
positive power, and should appreciate 
the fact that at this date political 
movements will not be governed nor 
led by mutual admiration societies. 
* Yet there will in some States be a 
vote of sufficient strength from this 
class of citizens to turn the scale on 
election. So far as the utility of this 
genteel assemblage goes it will amount 
to but very little. 
However, there is

The New York Herald say*: W hat a heal­ 
ing effect it would have ou th e public m ind if 
the centennial year could b e a n "era of good 
feeling” between our political parties and be­ 
tween the Mouth and N orth! If all our do­ 
mestic dissensions could be cropped beside 
the graves of our ance-lors: if, by a com m on 
patriotic impulse, our people would unani­ 
m ously support a Presidential candidate 
whose nam e and ancestry are associated with 
R evolutionary m em ories; if we could m ake 
a new departure, in “ th e spirit of ’70,” what a 
ren vuting effect it would have ou public 
m orals and pride of country! W hat is w ant­ 
ing Is not a citizen around whom the whole 
people co tid gather w ith Just confidence, but 
the unselfish and patriotic spirit which is 
w illing to sink parly squabbles in a m aguan 
tm ous exhibition oi public spirit an'd love of 
country. 
“The spirit of 1776 has done its work 
—so has the spirit of 186Í. W hat we 
want now is the spirit of 1876. 
As lit­ 
tle sentiment ought to enter into the 
election of a President as would enter 
into our selection of a tailor to make 
our clothes. 
We only want to feel 
that he will do his work in a work­ 
manlike manner, and that he will be 
honest. 
The spread-eagle business, 
revolutionary measures, pride of coun­ 
try, patriotism and m agnanim ity are 
all very well in tbeir place; but what 
we want just at present can be boiled 
down into ons plain word, and that

of incident. 
This suggestion applies 
to the Pacific coast most aptly; yet 
the events come as it were by waves. 
From time to time the excessive men­ 
tal labor to which our people are ad­ 
dicted produces its effect, and all at 
once a general crash comes from all 
quarters. 
These events are emphatic 
tutors, teaching that the more legiti­ 
mate our pursuits and the more natu­ 
ral our habits the greater will be our 
longevity. 


There are many occurrences in nat­ 
ural development that we call phe­ 
nomena which are but the results of 
natural laws. The hidden causes of 
events of daily occurrence we cannot 
comprehend nor the closest scrutiny 
elucidate. 
For instance the earth­ 
quake, tidal wave, sudden floods and 
famines, all come under an unerring 
system of nature. Again, in yester­ 
day’s issue of the H e r a l d wel chron­ 
icled the occurrence of no les9 than 
two murders In our State, and two 
suicides, all occurring within the 
space of twenty-four hours, one of the 
former taking place in our own com­ 
munity and producing a sensation 
that we have not experienced for a 
long time. 
I t has been often re­ 
marked that the Pacific Coast is pecu­ 
liar for such incidents. This is true 
to a certain extent, but the real cause 
of their prominence lies in the tact 
that ascompared with the larger cities 
they are out of proportion to our pop­ 
ulation; but the reason of these events 
is conceded by many profound think­ 
ers to be the fastness of our lives, an 
excessive desire and strife to obtain 
wealth, which induces over-working 
af the brain. Still, with the apparent 
preponderance of such occurrences 
here, they do not affect the general 
average of such instances the world 
over. However, in our own commu­ 
nity we are taught this lesson by such 
events: that health and enduring 
prosperity are more surely attained 
by a legitimate system of business and 
a proper regard for the laws of nature. 
Periodically we hear the remark made 
that within a given period of time 
there has been a wonderful flood <6f 
such phenomena. 
B u c k l e , in his 
“History of Civilization,” asserts, and 
demonstrates by actual statistics, that 
during a given number of years the 
same proportionate amount of catas­ 
trophes occur with unvarying reg­ 
ularity ;

nish more th a ijP08.r legitimate quota 


Suicide of W illiam W orkman. 


It is seldom we are called upon to 
chronicle the suicide .if a person who 
has readied the advanced age of sev­ 
enty-six years. 
Old people are more 
tenacious of life than those ot middle 
age, and the annals of self-destruction 
contain but few instances where men 
who have reached the age of W 
i l ­ 


l i a m W o r k m a n have deliberately 
committed self-murder. The manner 
of his death has shocked the whole 
community. 
Living as he did, a re­ 
tired, quiet life, the effect of the fail - 
urc of the bank with which his name 
was connected, was not known except 
perhaps to the members of his family, 
and none supposed tne unfortunate af­ 
fair weighed so heavily ou his mind 
us to impel him to self-destruction. 
The 
certainty that his 
cherished 
home, the Puente rauch, would be 
swallowed in the vortex and himself 
thrown 
upon 
the world without 
means, drove the old gentleman to 
desperation, and in a moment of wild 
despair he sent the bullet crushing 
through his brain. 
It is a deplorable 
circumstance, aud has cast a gloom 
of sorrow over the entire valley. 


The Railroad Commissioners. 


The San Francisco Post is not en­ 
tirely satisfied with the Commission­ 
ers selected by Governor I r w i n . 
It 
believes S m i t h to be fully qualified. 
D o y l e does not receive its approval 
on the ground that in the practice of 
his profession he ha9 had more or less 
to do with railroad corporations. 
Af­ 
ter assuming that General S t o n e m a n 
is a Republican, which he is not, it 
pronounces him iuelligible for the fol­ 
lowing reason: 
He was commissioned a Lieutenant 
Colonel of the regular army of the 
United States, July 28th, 1866, and on 
the 11th of May, 1870, was retired on 
half-pay. Though not in active ser­ 
vice since that retirement, lie still re­ 
mains ail officer of the United States 
as long as he accepts his pay and till 
he shall resign or be dismissed. As 
lie is yet on the sunny side of sixty it 
is lo be expected that lie will give up 
his life estate in the retired list fora 
State appointment of two years on a 
salary of only $3,000 a year. 
Being 
an officer of the United States, his ap­ 
pointment to this State oilice is void 
under our Constitution, which pro- 
vids (Sec. 21, Art. IV) the “ no person 
holding any lucrative office under the 
United States * * * shall be eligi­ 
óle to any civil office of profit under 
tliis Slate.” 
TliisCommissionership 
is a civil office of profit, and we don’t 
see liow General Stoneman can legal­ 
ly exercise its duties ami draw Its pay 
without resigning his Federal office. 
And it is difficult to see how the Gov­ 
ernor, sworn as he is to maintain the 
Constitution of the State, could find it 
in his conscieuce to make such an ap­ 
pointment.

A few 
days since he returned from Pioche, 
Nevada, and last evening called upon 
Miss Mason at her home. He had pre­ 
viously visited a few times, not more 
than tlie generality of her friends and 
acquaintances. She had never exhib­ 
ited the slightest preference for his so­ 
ciety, but lie, it seems, became infat­ 
uated with her,and his object in going 
to see her last evening was to 


l e a r n h i s f a t e f r o m h e r l i p s . 
At about the hour of eleven he unbo­ 
somed himself, ending by asking her 
to marry him. She laughed at his 
outburst, not dreaming that he was so 
deeply in earnest, and replied that she 
must refuse, as she had never cher- 
isned a lover’s feeling for him, neither 
had she given any encouragement 
that would cause him to believe oth­ 
erwise. Bascom turned deathly pale, 
and looking her full in the face re­ 
marked that she had given him his 
death blow, or words to that effect,and

A short time since we alluded to the 
peculiar formatiou of ground through 
which the Ban Fernando tunnel runs. 
Yesterday Capt. W. H. Moore showed 
us a petrified round clam that was ta­ 
ken out of the tunnel a day or two 
since. The shell is nearly perfect in 
form. The locality where this curi­ 
osity was found is at an elevation of 
two thousand feet above the sea level. 
All of tlie indications in the locality 
show that this portion of the couutry 
was at one time submerged by the 
sea. 


We liave received additional details 
of the dqfith of our lamented fellow- 
citizen. It appears that previous to 
the fatal occurrence he had been ail­ 
ing, and for several days had been 
confined to his bed. Some days before 
the tragic event Mr. Workman asked 
his nephew to load a certain pistol and 
place it on the bureau in the parlor. 
Between the parlor and the sleeping 
apartment that he occupied there was 
a middle room. His nephew complied 
with the request as to the pistol, but 
noticed at the time that the old gen­ 
tleman was gloomy. Half an hour 
before the event the nephew called 
upon him and after a brief interview 
left the room. Between five and six 
o’clock it appears that Mr. Workman 
arose,weiit to the parlor, took the pis­ 
tol and the next that was known lie 
was found lying upon the floor of tlie 
middle room with a tiullet hole under 
his right ear and he dead. The house 
being liuiltof adobe possibly the sound 
of the pistol was deadened, for no ex­ 
plosion was heard by any members of 
the family. On Wednesday morning, 
the day of the suicide, it appears that 
a receiver went out to take possession 
of his property, and ttiat this fact so 
shocked him that the deed was the 
consequence. When found he was 
clothed only in his under garments, 
the pistol lying beside him. 
The funeral takes place at his resi­ 
dence at 1 P. M. to-day, and will no 
doubt be largely attended. A special 
train will leave the station at eleven 
o’clock in the forenoon. The ceremo­ 
nies will tie conducted under the aus­ 
pices of Los Angeles Lodge No. 42, 
F. <& A. M. 
He was born in Cumberland, Eng., 
In 1800, and was consequently TGyears 
of age. He came to t he United Btates 
when quite a young man, and at once 
pushed West. He started for Santa 
Fe with a trading expedition as early 
as 1824, and mmte New Mexico tiie 
basis of his subsequent operations as 
a trapper und trader for a number of 
years. About the year 1840,the fatherof 
our ex Sheriff, William R. Rowland, 
who had been in partnership with Mr. 
Workman in his ventures, was dis­ 
patched to this coast to select a place 
where they would both make their 
future homes. Mr. Rowland secured 
a grant ot the Puente ranch for liim- 
seifand Mr. Workman, and the next 
year they all removed here witli their 
families. Don Benito D. Wilson was 
of the party who came Itere at that 
time from New Mexico. The two part­ 
ners divided the ranch, and both lived 
upon it up to their deaths. The rest 
of his history is well known to our 
citizens. 


A Criticism . 


A local musical critic says that the 
“Last Rose of Summer” is an interpo­ 
tation in the opera of “Martha.” 
it 
is rather the theme of the opeia, the 
air which runs through the entire 
score. “Martha” without that air 
would be like ’‘Hamlet” without the 
Prince of Denmark.—Exprexa. 
The “local musical critic” will re­ 
spectfully reply to this piece of non­ 
sense that it so happens a man named 
Thomas Moore was born on the 28th 
day of May, 1799, and he was a poet. 
He wrote a great many songs and 
composed many melodies. Among 
these was “The Last Rose of Sum­ 
mer.” Mr. Moore died Feb. 25th, 1852. 
Flotow was born April 27th, 1812, and 
composed the opera “Martha” in 1858, 
six years after Moore died. The first 
time we heard this 
opera was 
when 
it was performed in the 
Boston Theatre In 1859 or 60 by Ade­ 
lina Patty, Addie Phillips Brigroli, 
the elder Ammodio and Karl Formes. 
We have heard the opera performed 
many times and we fail to find that 
the dialogue or sentiment has any­ 
thing to do with the idea of the “ Last 
Rose of Summer,” except that the bal­ 
lad was interpolated to give a graceful 
rounding to a pleasing incident in I he 
narrative. 
There is scarcely a pas­ 
sage in the score that in the slightest 
degree corresponds with the air of the 
ballad. 
Flotow’s work will be quite 
as complete without this interpola­ 
tion so far as his masterpiece is con­ 
cerned. It is a beautiful addition,and 
is always welcome.
